Co-operation of the Toronto 
and York Roads Commission 
in an effort to divert through 
traffic from Prospect St, was 
asked in a resolution moved by 
Reeve F. A. Lundy at a town 
council meeting on Monday- 
evening. " 

"Prospect is a residential 
street/ said Mr. Lundy. "The 
pavement was put down at the 
cost of the citizens whose proper- 
ties abut on it. Traffic has got 
into the habit of using Prospect 
in preference to the county high- 
ways'. The street is being torn 
to pieces. The big transport 
trucks tear through there all 
night. 

"Before Ion" that street will 
have to be rebuilt, and I don't 
think that the property-owners 
should be saddled with the cost." 

"I don't think it would bo a 
good thing to get all the traffic 
on Main St.," said Deputy-Reeve 
Joseph Vale. 

"I sympathize, but I know 
what the county authorities will 
5ay, that they will encourage 
use of Main St. if we will pro- 
hibit parking on both sides," 
said N- L. Mathews, K.C., clerk 
and solicitor. 

"I think it would be short- 
sighted to try to make them use 
Main St., for they will avoid the 
town altogether," said Mr. Vale. 

"There may be some expense 
involved, signs to print, and it 
may be necessary to put a few 
men on for a couple of week- 
ends," said Mr. Lundy. "My 
idea is that the Toronto and 
York Roads Commission might 
bear that expense." 

The council passed the resolu- 
tion to enable Mr. Lundy to see 
what can be done. 

County authorities have prom- 
ised co-operation as soon as the 
town passes a by-law naming 
through streets, Mr. Lundy in- 
formed The Era later In the week.

'Here are a few pointers from 
'Alf Smith and Victor Bridges, 
Newmarket veterans* who 
attended a session of the Toronto 
police school in preparation for 
constabulary duties on Monday 
during the visit of the king and 
queen. 

"Now to those driving down, 
it is advisable to be there early 
and so avoid the heavy traffic, 
and also to be sure of a place to 
park the car," they say. 

"From Bloor to Queen on 
Yonge, and each side of Yongo, 
to church on the east side and 
Simcoe on the west, will be 
blocked off at 5.30 a.m. Monday. 

"Fleet St. will be open and will 
only close when their majesties 
will bo returning from the 
Woodbine. It will not close all 
day, as has been reported. 

•The coronation route was 
four and a half miles long and 
four million people saw the 
procession. Toronto has provided 
u 28-mile route, so that everyone 
can see their majesties without 
crowding. It was suggested by 
Inspector Dunne that those see- 
ing them once be satisfied, as 
SOme will try to see them three or 
four times. This will cause con- 
gestion of traffic. 

"Those who need information 
or first aid will be able to get in 
touch with the police in front of 
them. In regard to lost children, 
get in touch with the police in- 
cluding veterans with police 
arm-bands. It was stressed that 
all children should have a tag 
with their name and address 
pinned on them. 

"Please bear in mind that 
veterans acting as police are at 
your service in regard to any in- 
formation while you are attend- 
ing the royal procession."

The usual 
practice is to adopt the price level of competing 
businesses and to hope that" there will be a profit 
to return to customers. The merit of the patron- 
age dividend, compared to the share dividend, is 
that it brings business. A shareholder in a 
business will not ordinarily give his patronage to 
that business if he can buy more cheaply or 
more conveniently elsewhere, because the profit 
on his purchase will not come back to him but 
be divided between himself and all other share- 
holders. * The patronage dividend principle is 
better. 

Human Dividends 

Apparently, however, the Newmarket store did 
not make a go of things, and we understand that 

at the same time the previously successful Aurora 
store received a disappointing set-back. One 
might expect that to discourage the Aurora 
co-operators and cause them to quit. But 
evidently they are more moved by an enthusiasm 
for the re-making of the world than they are by 

the desire for profits out of their business, for we 
| note a news item telling of plans of the women's 
co-operative guild, an auxiliary to the Aurora 
store, for establishment of a child health clinic.

A map of the C.N.R. lines was submitted to 

the senate railway committee last month show- 
ing which lines were profitable, which earned an 
operating profit only, and which did not earn 
even operating expenses. From a business or 
investment viewpoint the map is rather dismal. 
About 4,000 miles (1937 figures) are profitable, 
about 4,000 pay operating expenses and about 
14.000 miles do not pay operating expenses. 

Few There Be 

The line passing through Newmarket is not 
profitable, for instance, but pays operating 
expenses. The profitable lines are few and 
include; Winnipeg to Edmonton; Winnipeg to Port 
Arthur; Winnipeg to Nakina; Nakina to Capreol; 
Ottawa to Coteau Junction; Detroit and Port 
Huron to Hamilton, Toronto and Montreal; 
Montreal to Diamond Junction (Intercolonial); 
Diamond Junction to Monclon (National Trans- 
continental); Moncton to Halifax (Intercolonial). 

Roads and Schools Cost Monty Too 

* * 

This leaves a lot of lines, including such trunk 
lines as Edmonton to Vancouver (with little high- 
way competition!), in the unprofitable class, but 
it must be remembered that the unprofitable 
lines have contributed to the income of the 
profitable ones, feeding traffic to thern. The 
Edmonton to Vancouver line made an operating 
profit, but nearly 14,000 miles of railway did not 
even earn expenses. It might seem, from the 
point of view of the owners of the C.N.R., a good 
thing to close down all railways which did not 
earn operating expenses, but it is not, of course, 
that simple. As already mentioned, such rail- 
ways may be important feeders for more success- 
ful lines, and, as pointed out by the Winnipeg 
Free Press, such railways may be contributing 
to the wealth of the country. The Free Press cites 
the line to the Flin Flon and Sherritt-Gordon 
mining fields. 'That line cost $9,000,000 and it 
is losing money every year. But it has led to an 
annual production of $25,000,000 of new wealth. 
Would anyone close up the lines to other indus- 
tries, or to farming districts into which many 
settlers have gone?" The Free Press states that 
CO per cent of Canada's wealth is produced in 
territory served by the Canadian National. In 
other words, the Canadian National may con- 
tribute to the national wealth far more than the 
amount of its annual deficit. 
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The town council gave Newmarket's chief 
constable a small increase in salary on Monday 
evening. Several members of the council spoke 
in favor of it. and each had something to tell of 
Chief Slcss* excellent service to the community- 
He has won the respect of all citizens, and works 
without regard to cloclt or whistle. Some of the 
credit for his selection, we believe, must go to the 
town's ex-reeve. Dr. L. W. Dales. We are glad to 
see a town employee meriting promotion, and 
receiving what he merits, , but we don't like the 
primary' reason given on Monday evening for this 

promotion, namely, that he had cut down relief 
costs. No doubt Chief Sloss was but carrying out 
his duties efficiently, and he is entitled 

to credit for it, but the fact remains that this 
country (and that includes us all) treats some of 
its lowliest citizens abominably. 

A Word About Relief 



It is true that some of these citizens do not 
show much initiative, but we should remember 
that they are the product of the education, treat- 
ment and opportunities which we have given 
them. And with our present relief system they do 
not benefit from any initiative they do show. If 
j they get a couple of days work, they lose that 
much relief. They are penalized. Our unem- 
ployed and many of our employed are without de- 
cent homes, adequate food, proper medical and 
dental care, suitable educational and recreational 
opportunities, and the chance to live their own 
lives and call their souls their own. They are 
barred from these things by extravagance, waste 
and too much competition in our economic system, 
and by public and government apathy and inac- 
tion. There is no excuse for unemployment in this 
rich land of tremendous natural resources. A 
reactionary wave has set in at the present time, 
with the emphasis on armaments and defence, 
giving a breathing-spell to selfishness and wealth, 
but the tide will turn again. People will not be 
satisfied indefinitely with present economic condi- 
tions, with some babies born little millionaires 
destined to rule and others bom little economic 
slaves destined to obey. There will have to be 
great modifications in our system. In the mean- 
time, let us not look too harshly on the supposed 
"no-goods" and let us not be too severe in our 
meting out of that subsistence allowance known 
as "relief." 
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"The Poorest He 

We criticize the system. We do not criticize Chief 
Slo5s. In fact, our contention has been that re- 
lief should not be his work at all. Relief work 
and police work should not be combined. 
Entirely different training and qualifications are 
desirable fcr the two jobs. And relief homes 
should not be subjected to visits from a 
uniformed police officer. We like a quotation 
from Ear! Baldwin's Falconer lectures, kindly 
tent to us in book form by Sir William Mulock: 
"Really I think the poorest he that is in England 
hath a life to live as the richest he." 



CO-OPERATIVE DIVIDENDS 

* 

Now that the co-operative grocery store has 
closed lis doors in Newmarket and returned to 
Aurora to repair its fences, there might be an 
inclination to say that retail co-operatives are a 
failure. The purpose of a co-operative business 
is to reduce costs to the consumer, to pass back 
to the consumer the profits of the business. This 
is achieved not through share dividends, but 
through patronage dividends dependent on the 
amount of business which the customer has given 
the store. In other words, the store says: "You 
pay our regular prices and if at the end of the

"Dairies pay $i each, and it is 
paid regularly," said Mr. An- 
drews. 'So far as I know every 
outside plumber has paid a li- 
cense." 

Councillor John Stuart con- 
tended, however, that plumbers 
from outside the town had come 
in and done jobs in Aurora with- 
out paying their license fee. 

"How many plumbers have 
we?" asked Acting-Mayor J. A. 
Knowles. 

'Tilts whole thing was brought 
up because I have not bought a 
license/' declared Mr. Stuart. 
He stated that he had not bought 
one because the licensing regula- 
tions were not being lived up to. 

''Sisman's bring in plumbers 
from the city, and they do not 
pay a license," he said. "1 don't 
mind paying my license but it 
should be handled fairly. Martin

SAYS AVERAGE FARM 
INCOME IN CHINA 

IS S30 PER YEAR 

Rev. Donald Faris, returned 
missionary from China, preached 
at the Aurora United church on 
Sunday night. The service was 
held at 8 p.m. Mr. Faris* father 
bad been an elder -in the Aurora 
church, and his uncle. John Faxi3, 
la at present a member of the 

sesslon. 

"Next best to bein~ with my 
mother on Mother's day, is to be 
in the church where she was so 
well known," Rev. Mr. Faris stated. 

He showed a number of pictures 
of the missionary work in China, 
and told of the work being done 
In introducing new crops, such as 
corn, sugar beet, etc., to the Chin- 
ese. He had been on the farm end 
of the work, he stated, and their 
problem was to help the Chinese 
to help themselves. 

The average farm income in 
China was about (30 a year, Mr. 
Faris said. In bringing in more 
modern methods, care had been 
taken to introduce hand machin- 
ery rather than power machinery, 
as the latter would deprive a great 
many of their means of livelihood.
